With regard to instant claims 1 and 20 the examiner agrees with applicant's 
arguments presented in applicant's appeal brief of 1/30/06 that Ramesh does not 
disclose annealing the laminate at a temperature at least above 80 degrees above a 
thermal transition temperature of at least one polymeric component of at least one of 
the layers for a time sufficient for the at least one polymeric component to partially 
diffuse into the adjacent layer.
